1. Headquarters in addition to

3. Headquarters and have responded 25X1 A 

to mounting requests for specialized training and orientation 

from various components of the Department of Defense. Two 
special training programs were offered during the reporting 
period. The first, on covert evasion and escape, was attended 
by nineteen officers representing the Amy, Navy, Marines and 
Air Force. The second program — clandestine field activities, 

— was attended by seven officers representing the Office of 
Special Operations, Department of Defense, Special Warfare, 

Department of the Army and the U.S. Marine Corps. 


k» Specialized programs were also presented to members of 
the Foreign Service Inspection Corps of the Department of State, 
Foreign Service Officer graduates of the military War Colleges, 
and to selected military personnel of the Department of Defense. 
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Significant achievements have been made 
in connection with the Audio Surveillanc^Management 
Course and the Audio Countermeasures Course. We have improved 
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the practical phases of these courses by specialized construc- 
tion and modification of buildings which have been completed 
with the cooperation of TSS and the Office of Communications.

Our professional competence 
has been improved by the acquisition of several experienced 
and extremely competent instructors on rotation from the 
Clandestine Services. 
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8, The Overseas Branch has completed eight studies, four 
of which have been published in book form, in its continued 
support of overseas training programs. It has also provided 
the Clandestine Services with some 2,000 items selected for 
their applicability to specific Clandestine Services training 
objectives. 
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
